Germany's Wild Dreams of a Forlorn! 


Hope in the East—By Henry 
Dalby, in Exchange 

The evacuation of Gallipoli is now 
complete and Constantinople has not 
been captured. It is generally assum- 
ed that the kaiser is ready to make 
considerable sacrifices in men and 
money for the privilege of occupying 
the Turkish capital and the peninsula 
and this ig all the more generous on 
his part because the occupation of 
Constantinople does not mean rearly 
as much to Germany as it would to 
tne entente allies, and especially to 
Russia, To them it would mean the 
control of the gateway of the Black 
Sea. To Germany it means simply 
glory and the privilege of sharing the 
rather scanty rations of the Turkish 
troops because neither German, Aus- 
trian nor Turkish will have the privi- 
lege of passing through the Darda- 
nelles until the war is over, and by 
that time German, Austrians and 
lurkish ships will be few in number 
and insigniticant in value. To open 
the road to Constantinople and to hold 
it would, it is estimated, take an Aus- 
troGerman army of about 4,000,000 
men, |] do not see how they could be 
less harmfully employed. And when 
the Germans get to Gallipoli, what 
are they going to do? It is generally 
assumed that they will immediately 
proceed to invade Egypt and India, 

That will be a very nice way of end- 
ing the war, It is only about a thou- 
sand miles overland trom Constanti- 
nople to Egypt, and as their line will 
be open to attack from both sides and 
from land and sea, they will have to 
guard a strip of territory 2,000 miles 
in length back and front, and if they 
can do that and prevent the line being 
cut with less than another 4,000,000 
troops they will be doing much better 
than they have aone in France or Bel- 
gium. 

For the invasion of India they will 
require an army of about 20,000,000 
according to the estimate of the New 
York Times. The distance from Con- 
stantinople is only about 3,000 miles, 
but as the line would be open to at- 
tack both from Russia and from the 
indian Ocean, they will have to guard 
both sides—a mere trifle of 6,000 miles 
of frontage to protrct. To an amateur 
the proposition looks a little Quixotic, 
but it is not too ridiculous for the 
war lord to attempt, or, at least, to 
threaten. Hig imperial majesty can- 
not spread his forces too much to 
meet the interests of the allies. If he 
tries the overiand trip to India, he 
will sadly miss the network of strate- 
gic railways which he has at his ser- 
vice in Germany. In the matter of 
transportation facilities and commis- 
sariat both Russia and Great Britain 
will be a long way ahead. It would 
take far more troops than he could 
possibiy raise to hold his long line 
of communications, and he would not 
have a corporal’s guard available for 
the invasion. Most of the talk about 
the Teutonic conquest of India and 
gypt is on the one side the merest 
bluff and on the other simple credul- 
ity. y 

In the matter of pipe dreams Aus- 
tria~-Hungary is a little ahead of Ger- 
many. Count Kheun-Hedevary, late 
premier of Hungary, talks about his 
country’s victory over Russia and 
about the technical superiority evine- 
ed by Germany in submarine warfare, 
having inflicted a mortal blow on that 
maritime hegemony of which Engitand 
was so proud; for all the worid as 
though he actually believed this rub- 


bish. He goes so far, in fact, as to 
say that if England persists in ‘not 
acknowledging the freedom of the 


seas” and in prolonging the general 
struggle which will make her lose 
Kgypt and later shake her grip on In- 
dia. The poor man talks about the 
formation of an Austro-Hungarian- 
German - Bulgarian - Turkish union, 
which will threaten the Suez Canal, 
and eventually be fatal to the uni- 
versal dominion exercised by Great 
Britain for several centuries, It is 
fairly safe betting that the universal 
dominion he complains of will outlast 
the Austro-Hungarian empire, to say 
nothing about the Austro-Hungarian- 
German-Bulgarian-Turkish union,

Tribute Paid Efficiency of Force in 
Statement Tabled In House of

The record of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, given in the annual 
report tabled in the house of com- 
mons is a tribute to the elficiency of 

that force, 

After the war broke out apprehen- 
sion was felt for the peace and good 
order of these provinces, owing to a 
large percentage of the population be- 
ing of enemy nationality, and the 
torce was increased by five hundred 
men, but no disturbance of the public 
peace has taken place, and the pro- 
vinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan 
have been singularly quiet and order- 
ly. It has now been found to be un- 
necessary to keep the extra five hun- 
dred men and nearly all of them after 
their one year engagement took their 
discharges in order to join the over- 
seas forces, 

The force on September 1 last con- 
sisted of 60 officers and 869 non-com- 
missioned officers and constables, 
This ig an increase of five officers and 
a decrease of 344 non-commissioned 
officers and constables compared with 
a year ago. 

During the year arms were seized 
from 350 aliens,, 2,309 cases were in- 
vestigated, 896 interned and 3826 
paroled. 

The report shows that crimes of vio- 
lence are on the decrease. There were 
82 murders during the year and all of 
the accused except one were brought 
to trial.

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HOW RUSSIA WILL ASSIST IN 
WINNING WAR FOR THE ALLIES 


MEN OF CZAR’S DOMAIN 


An American Writer Who has S 
the Opinion That the Russia 


Factor in Vanquishing Germany on the Land 


“Russia ig the country which will 
win the present world war for the al- 
lies.” 

That statement sums up the belief 
of Stanley Wasuburn, war correspond- 
ent, who has just arrived in Wasning- 
ton aiter having been with the Rus- 
sian army practically since the start 
ot the war. 

Mr. Washburn made the assertion 
after due deliberation in answer to a 


* question concerning his views on Rus- 


gia’s part in the war. He made it not- 
Withstanding the fact that he was 
with the army trom the time it began 
dts retreat in front of the Austro-Ger- 
man forces in Galicia until it halteu 
far in Russia, 

“Russia,” Mr. Washburn continued, 
“has passed, and passed successtuily, 
the low tide of its fortunes in this 
war. On the other hand—although I 
do not want to be put in the position 
of saying thar Germany is done by 
any meaus—it Is my belief Germany 
hag passed the zenith of its career in 
the conflict, 

“Nothing convinces me of the ac- 
curacy of this belief more than the 
failure ot the German campaign 
against the Russian army.” D 

Mr. Washburn was told that the im- 
pression generally prevailed in this 
country that the German campaign 
was a yictorious one, 

“Quite the opposite, quite the oppo- 
site,” he contended_in answer, “When 
Germany pegan its operations against 
the Russian army the latter had plen- 
ty of men, but practically no supplies. 
It is true that the Germans tore 
through Galicia, that at one time they 
tore a hole forty miles wide through 
the very centre of the Russian army, 
but at no time did they accomplish 
the object of their campaign. 

“That object was the destruction of 
the Russian army, which, according 
to the German viewpoint, would com- 
pel Russia to seek a separate peace. 

“What has really happened is this: 
The German soldiers, according to 
what I gathered from the prisoners 
taken by the Russians, were told that 
Russia would seek peace if they cap- 
tured Warsaw. They captured War- 
saw, but they failed to capture or 
destroy the Russian army defending 
Warsaw. 

“Then the Germang were told that 
if they went on a few miles further, 
the Russians undoubtedly wotld be 
destroyed and peace with Russia 
would be obtainea. They went not a 
few miles, but many miles. 

“But they had vo fight and fight ter- 
rifically all the way. At no time did 
they destroy the Russian army, though 
they did destroy and capture several 
units of the army. 

“Finally the Germans” reached a 
point which is like a balance, They 
could go no farther, If they did, they 
would extend their communications 
beyond the danger point. And they 
knew that all the time they were 
making it simpler for the Russians to 
defend themselves, 

“It is my firm belief that the Rus- 


, eilan army is far more powerful on the 


defense than the offense. 

“Although it suffered terribly in its 
Tetreat, tue army inflicted tremendous 
damage on the Germans. Had the Rus- 
sians been as well prepared as the 
Germans, the latter never would have 
advanced half as far as they did. 

“But to get back to the point. The 
German army was told that the cap- 
ture of Warsaw, then the capture of 
Brest, of Riga, of Ivangorod, and of 
any number of places meant peace, 
The German army got those places, 
but it failed to get peace, 

“Consequently there has been a 
telling eliect on the German morale. 


Thus tar it has been only a seepage, | 


but it has been a real seepage. 

“As I regard the situation today, 
Germany and Russia are largely like 
two prize fighters, like Johnson and 
Willard af Havana, if you wish. Ger- 
many has all the science, all of the 
generalship, all of the weapons, every- 
thing that Johnson had in that fight. 
But like Johnson, Germany has a lim- 
it to its physical endurance. 

“Russia, on the other hand, has just 
begun to acquire the science, weap- 
ons, and the like, but at no time has 
Russia been without endurance, 

“Johnson in the prize fight reached 
the point where he knew it was use 
less co land another blow on Willard, 
The German army has reached the 
poiut where it feels that it is almost 
useless to advance further into Rus- 
sia to deliver another blow, because 
{t realizes that the Russian arm will 
only come back for more, that it can 
take and assemble more punishment 
than any other army the world has 
ever seen, 

“It is because of this feeling on the 
part of the German army and because 
of the failure of the German plan to 
crush the Russian army and force 
Russian invasion as one of the great- 
est mistakes of the war, 

“Although it may seem a rash pre- 
diction, I venture to make it that when 
the German army finally crumbles, if 
it does crumble, or when Germany is 
finally willing to make peace and 


eace will not be made until Germany 

willing to make it almost at the al- 

lies’ terms, Russia will be the power 
to force Germany to its knees,

“It will take at least a half million 
men, if not a million men, in actual 
losses to break through the German 
army, to break up the German mach- 
ine. Russia will sacrifice a million, 
yes, five miliion, to accomplish victory 
in this war, None of the allies ex- 
cept Kussian can make guch a sacri- 
fice. Germany and Austria combined 
cannot stand up before such a deter- 
mination on Russia's part.” 

Mr. Wasuburn was asked why he 
believed that Russia would make such 
a sacriuice, He said he had reached 
} his conclusions alter talking with 
Russians from the Czar himseit down 
to the humbiest peasants. 

One ol these peasalits had two sors 
in the army, Mr. Washburn asked 
him if he owuld like peace. He replied 
that every one wanted peace. Mr, 
Washburn asked him if he would like 
peace On German's terms, He said 
uo, Mr. Washburn then asked him if 
he was willing to sacrifice his sons, 
if necessary, to get peace on Russia's 
terms. He replied; 

“lam unwiling, yet willing.” 

The corresponuent pointed out that 
when the Czar deposed Grand Duke 
Nicholas and took personal charge of 
the army he set at rest all rumors 
that Russia would consider a separate 
or would consider peace at all until 
the war is won, . 

“When the-Czar went to the front,” 
he said, “the little grand duke, his 
|heir, went with him, The Romauoir 
dynasty, by the Czar’s act ,staked its 
future on the outcome of the war.” 

Mr. Washburn expressed the opin- 
ion that the Czar’s decision to take 
command of the armies hag had not 
only a good political but a good mili- 
tary effect. 

“I say this,” he continued, “without 
attempting in the least to detract 
from the grand duke. When the war 
started the grand duke was the one 
man in Russia to take charge of. tne 
Russian armies, to bring order out of 
chaos. This he did. He did it by ex- 
ercising the greatest personal power 
ever displayed by any man in Russia. 
The grand duke is not only:an able 
man put a fearless, decisive, and pat- 
riotic, man, 

He has never had but one purpose 
since the war started. That was to 
coutribute his share to the Russian 
victory. When the Czar believed he 
had done his greatest work and that 
the time had come for the people to 
know that their ruler was himself 
willing to take charge of the army, 
the grand duke stepped aside. willing- 
ly and in doing so urged the army to 
given even greater services to the 
Czar than it had given to him,” 

With respect to the Czar, Mr. Wash- 
burn is of the opinion that Americans 
generally misunderstood him, 

“He is not a small man,” said the 
writer, “in any sense of the word, On 
the other hand, he is an able, cultured 
gentleman with a great deal of deter- 
| mination, 

“While it ig true he may not be a 
great military man, he hag chosen ior 
his chief of staff a man who in my 
estimation is the greatest leader de- 
veloped by the war. That is Gen. 
Alexieff. Alexieff knows the Russian 
army almost to the individual man in 
the army. He has a perfect grip on 
every situation, 

“It he decides to retreat he will re- 
treat in order, If he decides to ad- 
vance he will be ready to advance and 
he will advafice, When Alexieff de- 
cides the time has come to break 
through the German: army he will be 
ready to break through, Nothing short 
of the miracylous will prevent him if 
he reacheg that decision, 

“But to return to the Czar, It took a 
great deal of determination to issue 
the vodka order, He issued it and it 
has been a good thing for Russia, It 
took a great deal of determination to 
dissolve it. It took equally great de- 
termination to remove tho grand duke, 

“The Czar of Russia has the great- 
est responsibility of any individual in 
the world. I doubt if there is any 
man alive who could serve in the posi- 
tion without doing many things 
wrong. 

“But the present Czar is intensely 
patriotic and devoted to Russia. When 
he does a thing he does it because 
he believes it to be for Russia's good. 
And the Russian people are back of 
the Czar to a man in his determina- 
tion to fight this war out until it is 
ended with victory. 

Turning for a moment to his own 
experiences, Mr. Washburn said 

“IT consider myself the champion civ- 
ilian evacuator in the world. I be- 
lieve I have evacuated every place the 
Russian army evacuated. I long ago 
lost control of them, Sometimes I got 
out ahead of the army and sometimes 
not until after it left. But I always 
got out—and for that matter. so did 
the army. 

“Russia to me toaay {is the most in- 
teresting country in the world, It is so 
because of its great potentialities, 
France, Germany, Great Britain and 
the United States are well developed, 
Russia is not more than one-tenth de- 
veloped, 

“What the future has in store for 
Russia is beyond man’s imagination. 
For myself I can hardly wait until I 
have recovered sufficient gtrength to 
return.” : }

Aerial Defences of Paris 


—

When darkness and fog settle over 
London the city is gripped by fear 
and foreboding until the coming 
dawn. Ears afe strained to catch the 
first muffled sounds of approaching 
aircraft. For many the night is one 
of dread, 

Paris slumbers' peacefully, al- 
though but an hour's flight from the 
western battle front. A gense of se- 
curity pervades the city. Aerial at- 
tacks are not feared and Zeppelins 
are thought of with mingled indiffer- 
ence and contempt, 

While London is vulnerable from 
the sky, Paris is practically immune 
to danger, In the year and a half of 
aerial warfare the French have de- 
veloped defences faster than their 
enemy has improved its agencies of 
assault For a year the capital has 
been comparatively free from 
anxiety. It hag had but one Zeppelin 
visit, a so-called attack, which was 
only an _ incident and netted the 
enemy nothing. The British metro- 
polis, on the other hand, is protect- 
ed little more effectively than at the 
time of the first assault upon it. Its 
streets are darkened, iti has an abun- 
dant supply of searchlights and 
aerial guns, and it maintains an 
aeroplane corps to resist invasion. 
Zeppelins, however, continue to cross 
the channel, and bombard it while 
pee in an impenetrable veil of 
Og. 

This shows briefly the contrasting 
conditiong in London and Paris at 
the present time. The inability of 
the one to ward off assaults and the 
other's apparent freedom from 
trouble present graphically the ditf- 
ference between inadequate and scien- 
tific preparedness. The French have 
found a means of successfully com- 
bating Germany’s air navy, while the 
English are only commencing to de- 
velop a comprehensive defence. Brit- 
ish military authorities, according 
to recent advices, have of.late made 
a careful study of the French sys- 
tem of aerial defence in the hope of 
finding in it a suggestion for the bet- 
ter protection of London. ; At the 
same time several prominent Amert- 
can inventors are supposedly en- 
gaged in the problem:

ranges. Prior to the opening of hos- 


tilities abroad aerial defence was a 
nonentity, Almost all progress in this 
direction has been-recent,. and | it, 
therefore constitutes not only an 
important but a very new phase of 
thig latest method of warfare, 
Organization forms the basis of the 
defence system at Paris. Observatory 
and artillery posts are arranged in 
long chains which extend throughout 
the city and radiate from it in all 
directions toward every part of the 
distant firing line. Each point is in 
telephonic’ communication . wfth a 
central bureau situated in the city. 
The instant an enemy flying mach- 
ine is sighted by any one of the 
numerous lookouts, it is: known at 
headquarters. Immediately an alarm 
is sent out to the posts in various 
zones. At scattered points squadrons 
of swift aeroplanes are in readiness 
to spring into the air and give chase 
to an invader, while at all the sta- 
tions covering the country between 
the city and the battle front, aerial 
guns are trained and range finders 
prepared to cope with the enemy. 
During the first few months of the 
war Paris wag repeatedly besieged 
by the German aeroplanes, The craft 
made their appearance. continually 
much to the anxiety of citizens and 
military authorities alike. A former 
head of the aeronautical department 
was recalled to the capital to devise 
a system of protection and the pres- 


ent scheme fs the result. Since its 
inauguration the city has felt no 
danger, although’ numerous airmen 


have endeavored to reach it on many 
occasions,

The Farm Home (BRITISH SUBMARINE BLOCKADE © 
HAS STOPPED GERMAN COMMERCE 


Greater Home Comforts and Conven- 
lences Essential for the Success 
of Farm Life 


When the white man first came to 
Wisconsin his whole effort was put 
forth to wrest from the soil the main- 
tenance for life. Every member of 
the family helped to clear the land, 
to plant the grain and to gather the 
harvest. The houre was merely a 
shelter from the wolf, the bear, the 
winter’s cold. an. the summer's heat. 
Little or no thought was given to its 
convenience, sanitation or comfort. 

jAs the forest lines moved farther and 

farther away from the little log house, 
the settlers realized that barns must 
be built to house the harvest and 
farm animals, Every dollar that could 
be earned had to be turned back into 
the farm to increase its yield and so 
the home, although the dearest thing 
to the heart of every man, was the 
last to be considered. 

When great barns were~raised and 
farm animals were comfortably 
housed, one by one comforts began 
to creep into the home. First, it was 
a good stove, then more convenient 
cooking utensils, then a white table- 
cloth and while dishes sent from the 
East, and then a room or two added 
and an adjoining woodshed built. 
With the increased bank account 
grew the hope of the new house, not 
a log house this, but a frame or brick 
house. 

Today as we ride along the road 
we do not judge a man’s prosperity 
by his broad fields or his great barns, 
but by the house in which he lives, 
and the way in which it is kept up. 
Unconsciously, when we see @ house 
that is unpainted, whose roof seems 
to be sagging in, blinds off. door 
steps broken down, dooryard littered 
with farm tools and no vestige of 
lawn or flowers, we say to ourselves, 
“that farm is not paying.” As we 
judge a nation by the prosperity of 
its homes, 80 we judge the farm by 
the prosperity of the home, 

The up-to-date farmer realizes 
that the greatest saving he can make 
is the saving of his wife's strength 
and health, because to her is entrust- 
ed the most precious thing on the 
farm, the rearing of the boys and 
girls, and if her nerves are not in 
the very best condition, it is impos- 
sible for her to enter sympathetically 
into the lives of her family; to help 
decide ‘for the children the all im- 
portant questions that come to them. 
It is impossible for her to take a vital 
interest in the affairs of her husband, 
to be ready to assist in the work of 
the community and to help build up 
the rural schools, and yet these are 
the duties of every farm woman, 

As machinery has taken the place 
of the hired man, so must machinery 

take the place of the hired girl who 
ig today a scarce article in farm 
homes. The farmer who does most 
of the heavy work on his farm with 
the help of a gasoline engine must 
realize that washing and cleaning in 
the home can be done by the same or 
similar engine. 

He must realize that the same law 
applies to the members of the family 
that applies to the dairy animals. 
The barns must be kept warm s0 
that the cow uses all her energy to 
produce milk. So the home must be 
kept warm by a furnace so the fam- 
ily will be saved its strength to do 
the necessary work. Today the most 
needed thing on farms is well plan: 
ned houses; houses in which every 
unnecessary ar.ep will be saved the 
wifo and mother, and we are glad to 
say that with the great wave of pros- 
perity that has come to Wisconsin, 
has persistently come the demand for 
conveniently planned houses from 
men of Wisconsin; and the Agricul- 
tural College of the University is now 
planning to send out plans for this 
new type of house that is being de- 
manded, The proposed house plans 
will make provision for heating, light- 
ing, disposal of sewage all at the very 
lowest cost, 

The time has come in. Wisconsin 
when we all realize that if we are 
going to save for Wisconsin her rur- 
al population we must put our best 
efforts on the building up of a home 
that will have all the conveniences 
of the city with all the glory of the 
country, so that when the boys and 
girls reach manhood and womanhood 
their one desire will be to remain on 
a portion of the old farm and rear a 
home patterned after the one in 
which they spent the happy years of 
their youth.—Hoard’s Dairyman,

The British Navy’s Grip is Gradually Tightening, and,;Enemy*s 


Trade With Scandinavia 


has been Completely’cut 


off by the Activity of the British Submarines 


The German navy has recently 
treated us to no little display of force 
at the southern end of the Baltic. 

Reports tell of cruisers and destroy- 
ers dashing hither and thither, now 
attacking the British steamer Thelma 
in Swedish territorial waters, now 
steaming up through the Sound and 
into the Cattegut, only to come flying 
back helter-skelter to German waters 
“as if the devil were after them.” It 
appears that in this case the “devil” 
was a flotilla of British destroyers, 
for we hear that our ghips have been 
seen in force in this eastern arm of 
the North Sea, and that they have es- 
corted two flotillas of submarines 
down the Cattegut as far as Hisinore, 
at the north end of the Sound. 

This German parade of force 1s, on 
the face of it, merely another attempt 
to cope with our submarines, but at 
the back there are signs of uneasiness 
and even of panic, 

Germany is getting very nervous of 
the Baltic blockade, says Mr. John 
F, H. Pollen, an authority and writer 
on naval affairs, 

It has not “petered out” as she ex- 
pected, but on the contrary it is grow- 
ing in intensity. Germany’s counter 
measures have been totally unsuccess- 
ful, for we have not as yet lost a 
single submarine; above all, the need 
of iron ore, cotton, and foodstuffs is 
being daily more felt, and perhaps 
the “open road to the East” is not 
producing the supply of raw materials 
that Germany anticipated! 

The re-opening of the enemy's trade 
routes to Scandinavia is becoming 
more and more essential, but the wat- 
ers of the Baltic are swarming with 
our submarines, and this re-opening 
is as far off as is ever was. 

Could Germany close the Sound ef- 
fectively to our submarines and could 
she then raise an impenetrable wall of 
mines and nets from her coasts to the 
limit of Sweden's territorial waters, 
there might yet be some hope that 
German merchantmen could cross the 
seas in safety. 

Past events seem to indicate that 
Germany can never raise such a bar- 
rier, for, in naval warfare, apart from 
the unenviable credit of initiating a 
campaign of murder on the high seas, 
she hag shown no such ingenuity in 
her plans as can lead us to suppose

that her naval officers-can in any , 
compete with ours in dash, in spiri

How Canada Aids the Allies 
Over Eight Million Shells Have Al- 
ready Gone Forward to Britain 


The statement of business that has 
been transacted in Canada in behaif 
of the british government since the 
outbreak of the war shows that there 
have been orders given to Canada for 
22,800,000 shells, and that over 8,000-- 
000 shells out o: that number have 
already gone forward to Britain. 

The cost of all the component parts 
requined in the manufacturing of the 
total order for shells, including the 
machinery and assembling, is esti- 
mated at $282,000,000. In addition 
there have beeu orders from the war 
otiice for cartridge cases, primers, 
forgings, etc., amounting to $20,000,- 
000, making a total slightly exceeding 
$300,000,000. The actual shipments of 
ammunition that have gone forward 
to Great Britain from the factories of 
Canada have amounted to 2,000,000 
“fixed” and 6,000,000 “unfixed” shells. 
This total output of 8,000,000 shells 
out of 22,800,0U0 contracted for repre- 
sents an actual expenditure up to the 
end of last verr of $65,000,000. 

The late able figures also 
show that there are some 422 plants 
engaged in filling contracts at pres- 
ent under the direction of the im- 
perial munitions board. The different 
kind of shells that are being manu- 
factured for the British government 
in this country are as follows: Fif- 
teen pounder shrapnel empty, 18- 
pounder shrapnel fixed, 18-pounder 
high explosive empty, 18-pounder 
high explosive fixed, 4.5 howitzer 
empty, 4.5 howitzer fixed (except 
loading), 60-pounder high explosive 
empty, 6-inch high explosive empty, 
8-inch explosive empty, 9.2-inch high 
explosive empty,

Dairy Branch Extending Organization 
of Co-Operative Creameries 

According to statistics compiled, by 
the dairy department of the depar:- 
ment of agriculture, a_ total of: 
nearly one and one-half million dol- 
lars® worth of butter and otuer pro- 
ducts was handled by the creameries 
Which have furnished records, ‘This 
by ho means represents the total re- 
turns’ of the dairy industry of the 
province, but gives a good idea of the 
increase, ' 

Returns from 23 creameries in the 
province show a total make of 4,8%1,- 
v¥0 pounds of butter, valued at $1,- 
059,443, Other products handled by 
these creamer.es, such as milk, 
cream, ice cream and butter milk, 
show a total value of $379,153. 

Of these creameries filteen are co- 
operative and under the supervision 
of the dairy branch o1 the department 
of agricuiture, One remarkable fea-

Corn Growing in Alberta 


Writing from Faber, Alta. to the 
fensus and Statistics Monthly, Mr. 
T. A. Sandal says: 

“Corn is rapidly developing into 
«a successful crop in Southern Alberta 
and its opportunities are being real- 
fed by the farmer’ It has been 
wrown more or less during the last 
four or five years on smal] plots; 
wthis year, however, we see it in fields 
of from ten to fifteen acres. For 
fodder purposes and the silo there 
is no doubt of its success, because 
tin a dry season one can produce corn 
by proper cultivation methods when 
grain will be a failure. The North- 
‘western Dent has proved the most 
wuccessful, and good matured’ ears 
were picked by the writer on Septem- 
ber 1 from corn planted May 8, which 
will be used for seed next spring. By 
following this method of hand pick- 
ing before frost, an early variety will 
oon be developed which will be ad- 
apted to our soi] and climatic con- 
‘ditions. We have ordinarily no kill- 
ing frost before Sept. 15 which should 
demonstrate the fact that we can 
mature the early varieties practic- 
lly every year, The future pro- 
wpects for corn growing in Southern 
Alberta are very bright.”

City Is Successful Farmer 


The city of Lethbridge went into 
farming On a small scale this season, 
With good success. A report of the 
city’s Oat farming operations this 
year has-just been made which shows 
that, after all expenses are paid, the 
city is about $1,650 ahead om the deal. 
ihe public works department grew 
about 50 acres of oats on various 
voulevards ahd parks this year. 
ihese averaged about 83 bushels, Put- 
ting a valuation of $18 a ton on the 
threshed oats delivered at the city 
stables, the 65 tons produced are 
worth $1,170. Had oats’ not been 
grown, this land, in vacant parts of 
the city, would ahve had to be cared 
tor otherwise, and on past experience 
the cost would have been $500. So 
instead of paying out $500, the city 
made $1,150, which is as good as 
handing the treasurer $1,650.

Importance of Archangel 


Development of Port Has Been Re- 
markable During the Past Year 


The trade and commerce depart- 
ment at Ottawa has received an inter- 
esting descriptic.. of the development 
of the Russian port of Archangel, 
which is now the only Russian port in 
tuurope which has direct sea commun 
ication with the outside worid. The 
sea is kept open by icebreakers, two 
of which went from Canada to the 
assistance of the beleaguered Rus- 
sians. 

Archangel is now a city of 40,000 in- 
habitants and the construction of 
transportation facilities is being rush- 
ed, Two years ago jt had oniy three 
piers; today it has 35. During the 
past year lus hug. warehouses have 
sprung up, bat so greac is the sea- 
borne trade that these are far from 
sulficient and ships have to lie for 
weeks in the stream before they can 
unload, The caief drawback is ice, 
and if it had not been for this, Arch- 
angel, with 1t8 «uv miles Of Waterirout, 

sud have en one of @he finest 
ports in the worla. 

But there is a great system of in- 
land waterways connecting Archangel 
with all of the interior of Russia and 
it is possible to ship goods in summer 
by water to nearly every town in the 
country. The barges and river boats 
carry up to 2,000 tons each. There’ 
has been a tremendous congestion of 
cotton at Archangel, 


At Kola, in Lapland, a port is be- 
ing developed. A railway to it will be 
constructed by next month and the 
value of that port is\ that the gulf 
stream has enough effect» to keep it 
open all the year round. With this

Cholera In Volcanoes 


Strange Superstitions Associated 
With This Dreaded Disease 


Cholera has,usualiy found a useful 
ally in superstition. In the olden 
days the disease was believed to lie 
bottled up in volcanoes and to be re- 
leased by eruptions, Ihe most effec- 
utal way to avoid it was to sleep in 
bed with your head due south. In Rus- 
sia during the terrible epidemic six 
years ago, the peasants would not 
trust the doctors whom they actually 
accused of causing the disease,,but 
drank a fearful mixture of tar, resin 
and petroleum as preventives, and 
fired guns from the doors and win- 
dows to scare the cholera away. 

Rooks were the birds whose con- 
duct in connection with cholera was 
observed in Ireland in 1832. Accord- 
ing to the contemporary ‘Dublin 
Morning Register,’ immediately the 
‘cholera came all the birds vanishea 
from the rookery in the Marquess of 
Sligo’s demesne, one of the largest 
in Ireland. “For three weeks, during 
which the disease raged violently, 
these noisy tenants of the trees com- 
pletely deserted their lofty habita- 
tions. In the meantime the revenue 
police found immense numbers ot 
them lying dead upon the shore near 
Erris, about ten miles distant.”

Some were 
blindfolded; but the effect was the 
same, and only one horse showed 
any willingness to go. 

Thereupon the driver jumped down, 
and, cutting the traces of the other 
horses, drove the willing one at full 
gallop through the fire. 

Tha wagon passed through with- 
out exploding, and after the war the 
horse was decorated in the manner 
described and the driver promoted.

Of the activities encouraged and 
promoted by funds provided under 
the Agricultural Instruction Act of 
the Dominion none is more worthy 
than the improved means which have 
been made poss‘ble for the develop- 
ment of the juvenile mind. There is 
but one way that the boys and girls 
can be rivetted to the soil and that 
is by strengthening their attachment 
for it. This can only be accomplish- 
ed by the incultation of knowledge 
presented not altogether in utility 
fashion, but in a manner that will 
emphasize the brightness, the wonder 
and the attractiveness of the works 
of nature. This the boys’ and girls’ 
clubs are doing; this the school fairs 
are doing. This the nature study 
classes in the public schools are do- 
ing; this the school gardens are do- 
ing. They encourage association and 
sociability in the first instance, a de 
sire for emulation in the second, a 
favorable disposition for the outdoor 
life is the third and an appreciation 
not only of the marvels, but also of 
the beauties, of creation in the 
fourth. All four divisions of the 
work receive substantial support in 
every province from the grants de- 
rived under the Agricultural Instruc- 
tion Act. In Saskatchewan it is $2,- 
100. It must be understood that 
while in some of the provisions the 
money is directly employed for the 
purposes set forth, in others it is 
used in other ways and the sums re- 
quired for school fairs, school gar- 
dens, and so on, are received from 
provincial and municipal sources, The 
figures, however, are in themselves
